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The Northwest government is to be 
congratulated, not less upon the bold 
and statesmanlike manner in which 
they have taken up the question of 
pushing traiis into the Peace and Liard 
river regions of the far Northwest, 
than upon the success which has so 
far crowned their efforts in demon- 
stiating the practicability and general 
benefit of their propositions. The 
opening of 150 miles of road from the 
Athabasca river to Lesser Slave lake 
has rendered available a wagon road 
400 miles in length extending from 
Edmonton to St. John, opening up 
the whole Peace River region tu trade, 
settlement and civilization. McFee’s 
report on his exploration to the 
Nelson shows that the opening of 200 
more miles of road, alreatly a good 
pack trail, will allow wheeled traiflic 
to the navigable waters of the Liard 
and Mackenzie at the Forke of the 
Nelson. There is no doubt that hav- 
ing demonstrated the practicability of 
this read there will be no hesitation 
about doing the work, especially as 
there is $10,000 of federal funds 
appropriated for it. Although there 
is water connection from Athabasca 
Landing to the waters of the Liard, 
the route is so long, the season opens 
so late, there are so many rapids and 
portages going down stream, and so

In discussing the project of opening 
the Peace and Liard regions to wheel- | 
ed traffic it should be borne in mind 
that every discovery made, every ounce 
of gold mined, every dollar of trade | 
done in the region so opened, is a | 
contribution to the trade of Canada, | 
without any possibility of any foreign 
rival sharing in it. 

Besides the desirability of opening 
the road from St. John, on the Peace, 
to the Nelson it is very desirable that 
the cart road now existing from Peace 
River Crossing to the Pine river near 
St. John should be continued on to 
the head of the’ Rocky. Mountain 
portage. At present when goods 
have to be partly freighted and partly 
boated, the change of conveyance 
tends to delay on account of bad con- 
nection, and to threw the business 
into few hands. If a wagon road 
were opened “for the 60. miles from 
Pine river to Hudson’s Hope, teams 
could load at Edmonton and deliver 
freight there either in winter or sum- 
mer. There would be the fullest com. 
petition and consequently prompt 
delivery, and moderate prices. This 
is necessary in reaching out for the 
established trade. of the Omenica 
district and for the assured  develop- 
ment of the Finlay. 

If it is the intention of the govern- 
ment to work on either or both of 
these roads during the eoming sum- 
mer, it would be economy in money 
and time to place the supplies and 
men on the ground before snow goes. 
It can be done more cheaply and 
satisfactorily now than after spring 
opens. A small gang of men working 
for s long season is much more 
profitable than a large gang working 
for a short season, where the length 
of time occupied in going and coming 
is necessarily so great. |

A SILVER MINE. 

Because the first samples of ore 
brought from Great Slave lake last 
season were galena, or silver and lead, 
there was a tendency to disparage 
their value. The following in regard 
te a galens mine in the Slocan district 
of British Columbia bears on this 
point: ‘The Payne mine near San- 
don is a bigger dividend payer than 
the Le Roi. By mining and shipping 
100 tons of ore a day it can makea 
yearly profit of nearly $2,000,000. 
The Payne is asmall fissure, averag- 
ing not more than two and a half feet, 
but every pound of galena taken out 
of that vein will run over 120 
ounces of silver and over 60 per cent. 
of lead to the ton. One hundred and 
twenty-five men will break~and mine 
this 100 tons of ore and no power 
plant, nor air drills, no hoisting or 
steam or electric machinery of any 
kind will be needed for years. In 
fact the Payne justly ranks among 
the richest mines ever discovered. 
The original discoverers of the group 
sold the whole out for $6,000. That 
was seven years ago. The present 
owner can clean up $6,000 a day net 
profit.” 

WHEAT PROPHECIES. 

Commercial, Dec..31, 98 : Chicago, 
New York and other markets close 
the week with an average’ of 2kc per 
bushel advance over last week. While 
this result is very gratifying to pro- 
ducers and holders of wheat, it is well 
to peint out that English ‘and con- 
tinental markets do not follow the 
advance im the American markets, to 
anything like the same extent. The 
world’s wheat crop of 1898 is the 
largest aggregate yield ever recorded, 
and there is undoubtedly sufficient 
wheat to satisfy the world’s require- 
ments for the year. The flour trade 
at the present time is also in anything 
but am active state generally speak- 
ing, and many millers complain .of 
the slowness in their trade. All the 
same, if the speculative fever, which 
has fairly begun ia the grain markets, 
continues to develop, present prices 
may soon appear cheap, and once a 
higher level of price is established, it 
may be maintained for some time, but 
there is nothing in the present sittia- 
tion to warrant a contiruance of high 
prices into next summer, uniess serious 
and widespread damage overtakes the 
crops of 1899. All reports of the 
gtowin.g winter whest crops in Europe 
and America continue favorable. The 
weather in Argentina is pow reported 
fine and harvest is progressing more 
satisfactorily.

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ACROSS THE MOUNTAINS. ease of Port Moody is an evidence of NOTICE. 


At Agassiz station is the Dominion 
gove t experimental farm, and a 
few miles north, on Harrison lake, is 
the famous Harrison hot springs, hav- 
ing curative properties equal to those 
of Banff, but withir the influence of 
the mild, moist, restful influence of 
the Pacific. A totally cifferent climate 
from that at Banff, and for some con- 
stitutions no doubt more — suitable. 
Certainly a milder climate for winter 
residence. 


South of the Fraser, opposite Agas- 
siz, and some miles back from the main 
river, is the agricultural settlement of 
Chilliwhack, in the basin of the river 
of that name which puts into the 
Fraser further down. 


At Mission junction the C. P. R. 
branch ty Seattle connects, and crosses 
the Fraser by a long bridge. The 
town of Mission is not large or -import- 
ant. although judging from the amount 
of ground it is spread over is was 
boomed for a city. 


From Hope ali the way down, the 
Fraser is very little below the level of 
the flat country on either side. The 
stream is very wide, and the current 
very slow. ben heavy snows melt 
suddenly in the upper country, or when 
heavy rains fall, there is not enough 
current to carry off the rush of water to 
the ocean. The river rises and fleods 
the land on both sides, causing great 
destruction of property and sometimes 
loss of life. The problem of prevent- 
ing these flosds is one of the most 
serious which has to be faced in regard 
to the lower country, and is engeging 
the attention of both the provincial and 
federal governments. Dykes have 
been built in places, but it appears that 
the river-has a tendency to fi!l up to 
such an extent that it is only a matter 
of time when any possibie dykes 
would be overtopped by the rise of 
water. These floods only occur occasion- 
ally, but hen they do occur they leave 
their mark. 

Salmon are caught all along this 
stretch of the Fraser to supply the 
canneries, and the industry of fishing 
and canning is one of the most im- 
portant here; as well as at points up 
the coast. 


Pitt river meadows, which are cross- 
ed by the railway, are an evidence of 
the value of productive land in this 
valley. The Pitt river, croseing from 
the north, overflowed a large tract near 
its junction with the Fraser. A com- 
pany secured control of this mareh 
land ; built dykes along each side of 
the river to confine it; established 
pumping stations to clear the marsh of 
water; and ran drains through it, all 
for the sake of the hay produced on 
the area thus reclaimed. Of course it 
preduces immense crops, but the ex- 
pense of reclamation and maintenance 
must bea heavy charge on the product. 


The railway crosses Pitt river ata 
considerable distance back from the 
Fraser and continues to increase the 
distance-as it nears Port Moody, at the 
head of Bumard inlet, the first 
touch of salt water. 

Westminster junction is on the west 
side of the crossing of Coquitlam river. 
At this point connection is made for 
New Westminster by a branch of the 
C.P.R. Both here and at Mission 
junction the conaections are very close 
and convenient, not having any re- 
semblence to the connections between 
the main line and branches, at Calgary 
for instance. There is some idea_ that 
instead of continuing to run a branch 
to New Westminster, as at present, the 
C. P. R. will build from New West- 
minister to Vancouver, and use the 
route through New Westminter as 
their main line instead of that by 
Port Moody, which is expensive to 
maintain, and yields no traffic. The 
line would not be materially longer. 


Port Moody is only a name. Tuere 
is no port, snd no town, except what 
is made by the presence of a saw mill. 
It is another of the has beens; or 
rather, one of those that was to be, but 
wasn’t, It is at the head of Burrard 
inlet, which has deep ocean water to 
its very head; and in the belief that 
as ocean transport wes cheaper than 
rail it was desirable to make connec- 
tion between the rail and the vessel as 
far inland as possible, the head of the 
inlet was fixed upon by the government 
to be the Pacific end of the national 
railway. The railway was built by 
government from that point to the foot 
of Kamloops Jake. The government 
built great docks there for the accom- 
modation of the shipping that was to 
come. Clearly this was to be the site 
ef the great city of the Pacific coast ; 
and « good deal of real estate changed 
hands on that idea. When the 
railway came into the hands of the 
present company they took anether 
view of the situation. Although 
theoretically it was cheaper to bring 
vessels to the head of the inlet than to 
run cars to its mouth, practically the 
difference was little or nothing ; not as 
great in the eyes of the company as the 
inconvenience of handling the im- 
mense expected traffic in sueh narrow 
quarters as the head of the inlet afford- 
ed, and on the narrow border of level 
land around its head. Possibly the 
fact that they didn’t own the land at 
Port Moody, and could own what 
they pleased elsewhere, may have been 
an element in the case. At any rate 
they concluded a deal regarding the 
present site of Vancouver, which is at 
the mouth of the inlet, and continued 
the railway along the water side to ite 
present terminus, leaving Port Moody 
and the hopes and prospects which 
centered there, a total wreck. The 


the uncertainty of real estate specula- 
tion. Here was what appeared to be 
a dead sure thing, and one of the big- 
gest things on earth ; and yet to-day it 
isn’t worth anything at all, although 
the railway is there, and the ocean is 
there ; all as per understanding. N-w 
the railway may leave it altogether and 
go by way of New Westminster. 

The reason why Burrard iulet was 
chosen as the ocean terminus of the 
railway instead of New Westminster 
on the Fraser river,—up to that time, 
the ocean port for the mainland of 
British . Columbia,—was that. deep 
water extends from the ocean right up 
to the head of Burrard ixlet, while the 
mouth of the Fraser is impeded by bars 
which are impassable to the larger 
ocean vessels, 

Vancouver is reached at one p. m. on 
the third day after leaving Edmonton, 
two and a half days and two nights 
having been spent on the way. 


ROAD TO NEL#ON RIVER. 


The BuLetin is in receipt from the 
offices of the Northwest government 
of the report of A. McFee, D. L. S., 
on his last fall’s explorations for a 
practicable road from St. John to the 
Forks of Nelson river. A map show- 
ing the country from the Peace at St. 
John to the Nelson accompanies. 


Mr. McFee made two explorations, 
one due north from St. Jehn across 
the main Pine river to the East Fork 
of the Nelson, and the ether north- 
west from St. John to the West Fork 
of the ;Nelson. He found the first 
mentioned practicable to the head of 
Hay river, 85 miles from St. John, 
and to the divide between the waters 
of the Pine, and the Nelson, about 20 
miles further, 105 miles from St. John. 
From there following down the East 
Fork of the Nelson,—theie a very 
small stream-—the country was im- 
practicable on account of muskeg, and 


he turned back to St. John. The 
return trip occupied about seven 
days. 

On September 13th Mr. McFee 


started northwestward over the Mon- 
tagnais trail: Several parties’ of pros- 
pectors had preceded him. He was 
nine days in reaching the West branch 
of the Nelson. Mr. McFee reports as 
follows regarding this trail : 

“The general bearing of the trail 
from St. John to the west branch 
of Nelson river is about north 30 de- 
grees west. The first five miles from 
St John to Fish creek is open 
prairie; then nearly all thick timber 
to the south branch of Pine river 
which is 40 miles from St. John,with 
opea prairie in its valley on both 
sides, and low banks. From there 
to Big Creek, 38 miles, it is timber 
and prairie (in patches) alternately ; 
and several miles further on we came 
to the north branch of Pine river, 85 
miles from St. John, which is the 
largest branch. Its bed is 200 feet 
wide, bank 50 feet above its bed, not 
a big flow of water in it, easily forded. 
Some call it Hay fiver, but I made 
enquiries and believe it to be a branch 
of the Pine. From there on to Sum- 
mer lake, 30 miles further and over 


the divide, there are only afew patches | 


of open*pfairie; the country is prin- 
cipally covered with scrub spruce, 
tamarac and jack. pines. From the 
lake to Nelson. river, a distance of 35 
miles, there are quite a number of 
streams (that run through ravines 
that are 10 to 30 feet deep) most of 
them running into a large creek that 
we could see at times to the east of 
the trail and that joins the Nelson 
about 25 or 30 miles above the forks. 
There are patches of muskeg scattered 
along the last 40 miles before reaching 
the river. The whole distance from 
St. John to the Nelson river is about 
150 miles, and from the point where 
we struck the river down to the forks, 
52 miles.” 

The west branch was at low water 
when Mr. McFee saw it. The river 


bed is 300 to 400 feet wide with only 


100 to 150 feet in the width of water 
in it. High water mark was 30 feet 
above its then level, The fall is very 
rapid to within a few miles of the 
Forks. ~ 

Mr. McFee went down the river to 
the Forks on foot with one companion, 
leaving his horses to rest. Several 
parties of prospectors were wintering 
on the Nelson, having sent their 
horses to St. John to winter, while 
they went down in boats or on rafts. 
Mr. McFee reports further : 


“ A fair wagon road can be built 
along this trail from St. John to the 
Nelson river without great expense; 
but in case a road is built I would 
advise to have it branch off 40 or 50 
miles east of St. John, and on the 
Dunvegan road, and keep north of the 
Pine river, which would both shorten 
the distance and avoid the terrible 
guiches. Then again when- near the 
West branch to keep to the right, 
following the valley of that creek that 
flows into the Nelson river some 25 or 
30 miles above the Forks. Seo dotted 
line on plan showing the proposed 


route.”

Thursday last owing to the continued 
slippery reads. Priees remain unchanged, 
800 fer No. 1 wheat, 20c for best feed snd 
24c for best milling oats at Sonth Edmon- 
ten mills and elevators. Oats in Edmonton 
18¢ te 19c. 

While there does not appear to be any- 
thing in sight to warrant the expectation of 
a partieularly high price for wheat this 

ear, it would appear that the prices at 

; Yesent ruling are more likely to be the 

tanderd -ef value than those prevailing 

setween the elose of lake navigation and 
the New Year. Speaking of the wheat 
market of the United States and Canada, 
it is always reasovable to expect that the 
lowest prices will rule from the elose of 
navigation until New Year's. The season 
at which the grain has to be held stored is 
longest, and therefore the charges upon it 
are higher than as the season of holding 
shortens. In the closing up ef the year’s 
business these are the months which decide 
how far the stock on hand will be cleared 
out, and room thereby left for the new 
product. Buyérs desire to be on the right 
side and therefore daring this peried of un- 
certainty and high charges, they keep as 
far on the right side of the market as pos- 
sible. Besides, in the natural course of 
events the bulk of kis crop has passed out of 
the farmers’ hands before New Years. 
Therefore the lower the buyers--taking 
advantage of the close of navigattien—can 
keep the market, the safer they are from 
loss, and the more likely to make a profit. 
After New Years the grain of the continent 
whieh has not been sent forward before ths 
close of navigation is mostly in the hands of 
the dealera. It is then an object for them 
to keep up the general price, even though 
they have to pay a little more than it is 
actually worth for what little remains in 
farmers’ hands. The Edmonton district 
for a number of reasens cemes late to 
market, and therefore stands to win on 
tae improved price of grain coming after 
New Years. The moral of the story is to 
nell before the close of navigation or to hold 
until after New Years. So faras there 
can bea rule in grain dealing this is a_rule. 
Various estimates are made of the propor- 
tion of grain remaiving in farmers hands in 
this district. Certainly not more than half 
and some believe not mere than a third has 
yet come forward.
